Hon. Joshua N. Marshall, one of Low- 


ell's best known and ablest attorneys, 
passed away at his home, 784 Merrimack 
street, Saturday, after a long and painful 
illness. ' 


For more than a year past, he had been 


a victim of bright's disease, and he stood 
his long suffering philosophically, averting 
the thought bv sheer force of will o£ the 
inevitable result. 
Jt was tliree months ago, when the ad- 


vance of the disease caused the patient

For the past eight weeks, he had been 
:on lined to his bed. 


Joshua Newell Marshall, was the son of 


jimeoii 11. and Jeanicothe L. (Berry) 
ifarshull and was born in Dracut, May 
'.'2, 1630. He prepared for college at Pink- 
erton academy. Derry, N. H.. and gradu- 


from Amhersl college in 1S53. a class- 


nate of Rev. Dr. J. M. Greene of this city. 
Jefore entering college he studied law a 
-ear with Hon. Arthur P. Bonney of this 
city and in 1SG5 was admitted to the bar. 
During the years of 1855-6 he practised in 
Hopkinton and then came to Lowell where 


made his reputation, and had long 
i known as one of the best read mem- 


bers of the Massachusetts bru-. There 
were few whose resorces as a lawyer were 
more dreaded or respected by opposing 
counsel. . 


Mr. Marshall was a member of the 


House of Representatives in 1803-4 and in 
qiril ISOa introduced and fought for the 
ill for the state to appropriate 31000 for the 


Ladd & Whitney monument in. this city. 
He won the passage of this bill. In 1SG7 to 
„. he was a member of the state senate. 
From ISu'SI to !74 he was a member of the 
state, board of harbor commissioners and

Mr. Marshall married Georgians B.,

liam S. Marshall, is a member of the law 
firm of Marshall. Burke & Marshall. 


The firm name at first was Marshall, 


Hamblet & Burke. Then John C. Burke 
was admitted and his name was added. A 
few years later, Mr. Hamblet retired to' 
private practice, and young Mr. Marshall 
entered the firm. 


Mr. Marshall was a director of tlie Mer- 


chants' National bank, a trustee of the 
Rogers' Hall school, and since lc'66 has 
been a member of the Andover Theologi- 
cal seminary. In the great controversy of 
a few years ago he was a member of the 
board of referees and aided much in solv- 
m<I the difficulty by his great legal acumen.

Ho^r to Make "Broira Betty.'1 


To each cupful of finely chopped soar 


apples add a cupful of fine bread 
crumbs, 2 tablespoonfnls of sugar, a lit- 
tle cinnamoUj grated lemon riiid or nut- 
meg and. a tablespoonfnl of butter. 
Spread the apples upon tbo bottom of a 
buttered pudding dish, then a little sug- 
ar and flavoring and a few bits of but- 
ter, 
then bread crambs, then apples 


again, and so on until all is used, crumbs 
being placed on top. If the apples are 
not juicy, add 3 tablespoonfuls of water. 
Cover tho dish and bake three-quarters 
of an hour. Then uncover and bake 15 
manures longer aurl seed to table in the 
same dish. 


How to Make Skeleton Heaved. 


Skeleton leaves may be made by steep- 


ing leaves in rainwater in an open "ves- 
sel exposed to the air and sun. Water 
must occasionally be added to compen- 
sate loss by evaporation. The leaves 
•will putrefy, and iheir membrarjea will 
begin to open; then lay them on a clean 
white plate filled with fresh water, and 
with gentle Touches take off the external 
membranes, separating them cautiously 
near the middle rib. This process re- 
quires a great deal of patience, as ample 
time must be given for the vegetable 
tissue to decay and separate. The fol- 
lowing is a quicker way: A tablespoon- 
ful of chloride of lime in a liquid state, j 
mi^ed with a qnart of pure water. I 
Leaves of plants to be eoaJ^ed in the | 
mixture for about four hours, then taken j 
out and well washed in a basiii filled ; 
with fresh water, after which left to j 
dry with free exposure to light and air. 


How tlie Chinese Reckon by the Aid of 


the Pincers. 


The Chinese method of reckoning on 


the fingers is both simple and ingen- 
ious. As each finger has three joints, the 
numbers from one to nine may be indi- 
cated by touching these in succession, 
up cue side, down the middle, and up 
tha other side with the thnmb nail. By 
adding a sign for tbo naughts and reck- 
oning units on the little ringer, tens on 
the fourth, and so on,, any number of five 
figures may be indicated, and it would 
be easy to modify and extend the sys- 
tem for higher numbers.

REBELS PUNISHED 


Queen Lil to Get Five Years 


in Prison. 


THE 
DEATH 
SENTKNCKS 
ARK 


Al'Jj COMMUTED 


To Long Terms of Imprisonment and 


Heavy Fines. 


Won't Accept JTow Scale. 


BELFAST, ML-., March i— A strike is on 


among the 150 stonecutters ot tho Mount 
"vfalilo quarries, Frankfort. 
Tho rneu 


quiD work rather than accept tho new 
scull of wages. 


HONOLULU, Feb. 20.—While the govern- 


ment has easily put down the revolt, it 
does nob take the most hopeful view of 
tho situation. This is due, to some extent, 
to the excitement of the moment. Presi- 
dent Dole and his cabinet are disposed to 
adopt a most lenient policy toward those 
captured in arms imd those suspected of 
sympathy with tbem. 


But they are urged by those who have 


much at stake hero and desire to remain 
to use severe measures iu order to prevent 
another revolt. Tho natives havo shown 
no flghbing qualities. 
Of the 700 men 


called out by Nowlcin, tlio military loader 
of the revolt, only about 125 responded. 


It now appears that the revolt wag 


planned by white men—Gulick, Seward 
mid.Rickurd] that the money for [runs 
was furnished by wliite menxiu San Fran- 
cisco; tlmt blio vessel which brought them 
was owned by white men; that white men 
went out in a steamer and landed the 
guns, and that two half-whites were the 
chief commanders of the insurrection. 


Even the absolute abdication of the ex- 


queen does not settle matters. Tho na- 
tives nru, thrif.'.le3B, and In the present 
commercial depression aro suffering to 
some extent, as they have no earnings 
laid by. Thoy are told and they believe a 
change of government will briug better 
times. 


The examination oE witnesses under 


martial law discloses the fact cliab there 
are many wlii to men who wish a change 
of government, becn^se tho republic is 
economical. The great majority of whites, 
bowevor, stand by tlio government with- 
out reservation. 


' Guilt Clearly Kstnliljshod. 


It was not dilficulb to allow knowledgo 


of the revolt on tho ox-queen's part. In 
bur majesty's diary, now in possession of 
the government, is to bo found very 
curious nnd definite information about 
tlie revolution of Jan. 9, 1833. 


Tho attitude ot tho British commis- 


sioner, Howes, toward the British sub- 
jects who wore involved in the revolt is 
very satisfactory to l,ho government, as ho 
tells them that if they have got them- 
selves into trouble he will nob help them 
and he knows they aro having a fair trial. 
Mr. "Willis, tbo American minister, is also 
disposed to aid the government. The evi- 
dence in the treason caso is clear. 


A number of sentences were announced 


today. Among them were those of Robert 
Wilcos, W. T. Soward, W. H. R'ickord 
and Charles T. Gulick. 
They were tho 


four leading plotters. 
Each 
man is 


sentenced to serve 35 years nnd to pay a 
fine of SlO.ntpO. 
These four men were 


originally sen ten cod to death, but the 
verdict of tho court was changed to im- 
prisonment 
by President 
Dole. 
This 


means that no capital punishment will bo 
inflicted on the leaders of tho rebellion. 
It appears that the president has been op- 
posed to excutilons, and his feelings wero 
shared by members of tho cablneb. 


The other sentences are: Thomas "Walk- 


er, 30 years and a fine of S5000; Carl 
Widemann, 'SO years; William G-reig, 20 
years; Louis Marshall, 20 years. The last 
two wero fined 510,000 each. James C. 
Lane "was given flvo years and a fine of 
S5000; Samuel Nowlein and Henry Bortle- 
man, two of the prominent leaders, havo 
been allowed tbeir liberty. They gave 
valuable evidence for tho government with- 
out "Which convictions in mauy cases could 
not have been secured. Captain Davies 
has been sentenced to 10 years and ordered 
to pay a floe of ?10,000. He is the man 
who landed tho arms for the rebels. 


til's Fate. 


The ex-queen's sentence was to servo 


five years in prison and to pay a flue of 
$5000. 


Within tho last few days a number oE 


prisoners havebeen released from cusbody. 
Among the number is Charles Clark, who 
gave the information that afterward re- 
sulted in the discovery of tlie arms and 
ammunition afc tho queen1?, residence. 


On the :£d 21 rebels were sentenced. 


These sentences are uniform. The men 
are each to serve five years at hard labor. 
A fine imposed upon each man by commis- 
sion wns remitted by .^resident Dole upon 
ndvice and consent of tho cabinet. The 
punishment fixed waa the minimum under 
the statutes. 


David ICowanoualrou, who was a prince 


under the monarchy, was arrested on the 
EObb, charged with treason, Ho was af ter- 
ward released. 
- V. "V. Ashford, "who is serving a sentence 
of flvo years for misprision of treason, 
•will probably be allowed to pay a flue oi 
$5000 and depart from the country, Doc- 
tors agree that if he is kept in jail ne wil! 
die. 


Tho commutation of the death sentences 


of the court-marbial to IKo imprisonment 
is accepted by the conservative people in 
the communiby as tho besb final disposition 
of the matter. Ib Is believed thab if there 
Is quiet for some time the prisoners now 
under sentence will bo released. 


The ex-queen has ib in her power to da 


some good among the natives, bub it is 
feared her natural disposition will pre- 
vent her from fully accepting tho situa- 
tion. She may, however, do so, and if slie 
does she will not suffor any hardships at 
the hands of the government. Her con- 
finement will be ao present in tho execu- 
tive building, which was her former pal- 
ace. She will occupy ono of the largo 
rooms formerly used by her, overlooking 
tho fino park surrounding the building,

NKWFOLTNDLAND'S CRISIS. 


Premier White-way Eiplfilnn It From Hla 


Own Point of View. 


LONDON, March i.—Six William "White- 


way complains of the misrepresentations 
in regard to Newfoundland's 
finances 


made in the -English press. He declares 
that tho decline in the revenues In Jan- 
uary and February were attributable to 
causes other than tlie financial crisis, such 
as reduced purchasing power, owiug to the 
limitation of the markets for exports. 


This, ho says, would have been materi- 


ally averted had the imperial crovernmeut 
ratified 
the 
Bond-Blaine 
convention, 


which ho considered It was morally bouiiL1 
to do, since it had authorized furthernego 
tiatious. The absence of the United States 
markets for Newfoundland's exports and 
the c&mplicatlons arising from the Im- 
perial recognition of the French fishery 
claims contributed largely to the crisis. 


"Tho spirit of the Newfoundland peo- 


ple is apparently little understood," eaya 
the premier. "I believe they would starve 
rather than surrender their independ- 
ence." 


After referring to the fact that the gov- 


ernment has not responded to Newfound- 
land's request that ib gi^ranteo the inter- 
est on its debt In order to tido the colony 
over Its difficulties, Sir "William concludes 
by stating that IE the colonists must still 
trust to their inherent pluck and the re- 
sources of the country, they must only 
passively submit, although they may more 
bitterly feel, their heartless treatment by 
the imperial government.

MORE TESTIMONY 


Confirming Stories of the 


Armenian Massacre. 


THE HORRORS OP PRISON LilFB 


DESCRIBED. 


Over 
11,000 
Persons 


Sassoun.

LONDON, March i.—The correspondent 


who was sent to Armenia with instruc- 
tions to thoroughly investigate stories 
told o( Turkish atrocities In that country, 
undo date of Tlflis, Jan. 25, forwards ths 
following Interview with the father of all 
the Armenians, Mpr. KHirimlrun: 


Mgr. Khrimirnn's home is at Ktzch- 


miadzin, Russia, within a short distance 
of tho Turkish frontier. But he is for tha 
presen t at Tlflis. la an ^iter house, the 
correspondent met a monk in a black 
habib, and at the furthe:: end of the room 
•vraa a man, dressed entirety in red, hold- 
ing a long maca. 


The sanguinary appearance of this man 


contrasted strangely "with the peace and 
quiet of the house. Sometimes four of 
theso red garmented men aro In attend- 
ance. 
Mgr. Khrlmiran talked fluently 


and eloquently of the wrongs of his people. 
Among other things he said: 


"The massacre In the mountains was 


the result of a long period of Turkish mis- 
government. In the Armenian provinces 
of Turkey a policy of cruelty an 3. oppres- 
sion has continued for a long time. 
Twenty or 30 years ago the Armenians did 
not understand the cnuso of all the calam- 
ities which bufell them. They thought 
fhoir troubles were sent by heaven as 
punishment for their sins. Such is always 
the belief of the people deprived <jt educa- 
tion and the printing press. 
BUD, later, 


when thu people began to think and to 
understand the wicked acts of tneir op- 
pressors, there came a change, and they 
saw clearly the real cause of their troubles. 


"The Armenians suffered from the rriis- 


government of the Turks much more than 
the Bulgarians, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood of the western European powers, 
whereas the Armenians were at such a 
remote distance from the civilized world 
that their ories could not bo heard. 


Plendecl For Armenians In Vain. 


. 
MAt the close of tbo Russo-Turkish war 


the Armenians, encouraged by the im- 
proved condition ot Bulgaria, demanded 
the same guarantees which were giveu to 
that country. In the meantime tho Euro- 
pean powers were compelled1 to sign tne 
Berlin treaty. At this period I was sent 
with another delegate to western Europe 
to plead the cause of the Armenians, but 
my mission did not produce satisfactory 
results. 


"I presented to the Berlin congress a 


memoir, giving details o£ the Turkish 
atrocities in Turkish Armenia. "With ref- 
erence to the Armenian question the Ber- 
lin congress adopted what Is known as 
the 61st article of the Berlin treaty, and, 
although the treaty was sigried, It had no 
Influence In lessening the persecution of 
the Armenians. 
Our hopes were in vain. 


The cruelty of Turkish mlsgovernment 
did not cease. It merely took a new form. 


"But, keeping in view that there was a 


treaty, the Turks sought for some legal 
means of justifying their atrocities. What 
happened? The taxes became heavier and 
all kinds of d.utles became greater, and 
the Kurds received full permission to 
plunder Armenian peasants. 


"Here lies the cause. Why should a 


people who luwe not only a suffleieiu 
quantity of! land, even too much, and o£ a 
verr fertile and well irrigated land, leave 
their native soil and emigrate to other 
countries? Nearly 80,000 Armenians seek 
work in Constantinople In order that they 
may be able to pay the taxes which tho 
Turkish government impose upon them. 
In tlio whole Turkish empire, including 
Asia, there are about 3,000,000 Armenians." 


Regarding the Sassouu massacre, tile 


priest said that what ho knew o£ tlie 
affair was gathered iron! eye-witnesses 
and newspaper reports. His \sbory was 
substantially as previously reported In 
these dispatches. Continuing, he said: 


"Many Armenians are oonilned in pris- 


ons for 'political matters.' Tho number 
of the prisoners must be more than 2000. 
All, nr nearly all, are Innocent. The state 
of the Turkish prisons is simply dreadful. 
For Instance, the chief monk of a monas- 
tery was fastened to a wall with nails 
driven through his haads, and was deliv- 
ered from that awful position only on ad- 
mitting that he had acted wrongfully, al- 
though ho was really innocent. 


Prisoners Brutally Treated. 


"On the hands and feot of several prison- 


ers wero fasteuodirou chains and heavy 
shackles of wood, while on their heads 
yvere placed instruments resembling cop- 
per pots, which were heated to a high 
temperature. 


"In the Saasoun district there wore 


about Hi villages and hamlets. I believe 
that the Kurdish and Turkish troops ^avo 
burned or destroyed 31 villages, and I esti- 
mnCe that bbe number of men, women 
nnd children killed in the Sassoun district 
amounts to 11,000. 


"These villages are Shenyk, with 1500 


inhabitants; Semol, with 1400 inhabi- 
tants; Cloicangau, with 2400 i nimbi tauts." 


With reference to the Turkish commis- 


sion, of inquiry. Mgr. Khrimiran said: 
"Tho chief interest at present centers in 
the Turkish commission of inquiry, but I 
look for no results from the investiga- 
tion." 


The correspondent also interviewed sev- 


eral Armenian refugees at Tiflis. Tho 
stories they told of the massacre corre- 
sponded in every respect with what had 
beau published in local Armenian papers. 
Said one of. the refugees, who acted as 
spokesman: 


"To defend ourselves we were united as 


one family. We held our ground as long 
os we could, but we had only 300 old- 
fashioned guns. 


"After 35 days wo Iheld a council as to 


what wo should do. Tho Turks - 
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We defy Competition, 
We invite Opposition, 
But under no Condition 
Do we retire from our Position

Throughout iho day, and although the 
naval appropriation bill invited flights of 
oratory on our new nnvy, tho demands of 
time reduced this to a minimum and made 
htpid progress possible. 
It was kept 


Ktendily before the senate throughout the 
lay and again at the night session, with 
i determination not to lay it aside until 
jnissecl. 


There were constant interruptions, how- 


ever, as conference committees reported 
their progress on reconciling differences 
en pending bills between thai senate and 
House. Enrly in the clay the agricultural 
aud foviificatlons tills were finally agroed 
r,o and made ready for the president's 
signature. 


Ac the outset of the naval bill an effort 


•was jn.-ulo to defeat the plan of reduction 
inade by the appropriation committee, by 
| which tho house bill was cut about S2.GOO,- 
[ 000 and the number of battleships reduced 


j Irom three to two. 
i 
After a sharp debate, in whinh the neeas 


of a strong navy were discussed, the nn.vy 
wa,s sustained. 
The speech of Mr. Hill 


was notable In urging that the United 
States had won her greatest achievements 
without a navy aid—usually by diplomacy 
and reason instead of "cannon balls and 
force." 
I Mr. Gorman took occasion during the 
ciiiy to state that if the wholesale appro- 
priations stood as already macle the total 
tor this session \yould exceed that of any 
session since the government was formed. 


j 
Tliu Snnuny Session. 


; Great crowds filled the senate galleries 
and surged through the corridors yester- 
day as on eouie national holiday. 
The 


senate resumed its session at -2 p. m., hav- 
ing taken a recess at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Tho naval appropriation bill was yet 
to be completed, with important items of 
two battleships and many gunboats. The 
debate on the bill continued through the 
afternoon and evening, a fine.1 vote being 
taken at .10 o'clock. The bill was passed, 
*r:th tsvo battleships, sir gu.aboats and 
three torpedo boats. 


Early in tlie day an agreement between 


the members of the house ?;i\s reached on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, and 
later on the diplomatic and consular bill. 
The latter measure carriod che senate 
amendment appropriating §500,000 for be- 
ginning ihe HiLTvaiian cable. 
This was 


resi.-teii by the house with such determina- 
tion that Mr. BLnckbu.ru reported to thii 
senate Ghat the house \vbuld never yield 
and tbat further .insistence would compel 
an extra session. 
In view of the state- 


ment the senate surrendered the cable 
item \vithout ttie formality of a division, 
although it \vas with great reluctance by 
the Hawaiian element in the senate. 


The senate agreed to the conference re- 


port on the general deficiency hill. 


Tho executive session ended with the 


relectiou of Senators Teller, Jones and 
Daniel, by the unanimous vote of the sen- 
ate, as its representatives to the inter- 
national monetary conference. 


The Hou^e Sessions. 


The house rolled up its sleeves Saturday 


and entered on the work of the last legis- 
lative day of this session. It was an all- 
day nnd all-night session, and the galleries 
were thronged, especially in the evening, 
when the scene1 was truly a brilliant one. 
Interest centered in the debate on the 
sugar bounty. The measure was carried 
by :> vote of LJ3 to 12-t. 


The house wiis in continuous session all 


day Sunday, with recesses from 4 a. m. 
until 2 p. m. and from 6 until 7:30 last 
evening, clearing the decks of conference 
reports and other legislative \vreckago. 
The galleries which run about the leg- 
islative aruim. where the final struggles 
were t.i.ki; g place, were thronged all day, 
ai^d nc the lunhS session, under the bril- 
liant glare oi the gaslight; which streamed 
through the stained 
glass ceiling, the 


scone was truly a brilliant one. ilany 
distinguished 
personages 
were in the 


private galleries. 


HeCore midnight the final conference 


reports on sundry civil, Indian, legislative 
and diplomatic appropriation bills had 
been adopted, leaving only the naval bill 
and general deficiency still in issue be- 
tween the two houses. 
Every minute 


while conference reports were not before 
tho house the members were appealing 
and shoutinft to tha speaker their requests 
for recognition. 


Speaker Crisp, in his trying position, 


held his temper well, and with equal hand 
accorded such Republicans and Democrats 
as he could the coveted opportunity to 
pass bills which, they desired. Some sO 
odd went through yesterday. 


At midnight the spectators in the gal- 


lery were leaving rapidly, but the mem- 
bers still stood to their posts with the 
prospect of continuona session until noon 
today ahead of them. 


The military telegraphers' bill was 


passed—164 to 72. 


The announcement that the senate had 


agreed to the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill was fallowed with ap- 
plause by the opponents of the Hawaiian 
cahle. 


It was resolved, "That Charles F. Crisp, 


speaker of the house of representatives, is 
hereby requested to designate liimself as 
one of threa delegates to be selected by 
him." 


The full report of the conference on the 


general deficiency bill was adopted. 


The senate Mil to establish regulations 


for the payment of accrued pensions to 
the heirs oC dead pensioners and exempt- 
ing the pension money from being held as 
part of the assets of the estate for the 
payment of debts was passed. 


Mr. McCrearj (Dem., Ky.J reported for 


the house conferrees on the diplomatic and 
consular bill that the senate had receded 
from its amendment fora Hawaiian cable, 
and the conferrees were consequently dis- 
charged.

?EA SOUP AND HOW TO MAKE IT 


DELICIOUS. 


How to Mafre Skfcletou .Leaves— Cliiireje 


Count on Ilielr Tinkers — Laundering SJlk 
and I-aco— Caring- for Brunhes. 


Use half a pint, or 7 ounces, of dried 


peas for every 2 quarts of sotipyon -want 
Put them in 3 quarts of cold water after 
washing them •(veil. Bring them slow- 
ly to a boih Add a bone or bit of ham, 
a turnip and a carrot, pealed, an onion 
stuck vritb 3 cloves, and simmer 3 
bonrs, stirring occasionally to prevent 
burning. Then pass the sonp thremgh a 
sieve vfith the aid of a potato masher, 
and i£ it shows any sign of settling stir 
into it a teaspoonfnl each of butter and 
flonr mixed together dry. This willl pre- 
vent settling. Meantime frjr Eoma dice 
of stale bread, abont 2 slices, cni half 
an inch sqnare, in hot fat, drain them 
on a aieva and pnt them in the bottom 
of the eonp tnreon in which tho pea 
soap is served, or cut some bits of very 
hard stale bread or dry toast to use in- 
stead of fried bread. By the time the 
soap is done it will be boiled down to 2 
quarts and will be very thick and good. 
This recipe will cost you abont 1 0 cents. 


Brown Iietty.i: 


To each cupful of finely chopped soar 


apples add a cupful of fine bread 
crumbs, 2 tablespoonfuls of sugar, a lit- 
tle cinnamon, grated lemon rind or nut- 
meg and a tablespoonful of butter. 
Spread the apples upon the bottom of a 
buttered pudding dish, then a littlo sug- 
ar and flavoring and a fow bits of but- 
ter, 
then bread crumbs, then applet. 


again, and so on until all is used, crumba 
being placed on top. If tholapples are 
not juicy, add 3 tablespoonfuls of water. 
Cover the dish and bake three-qnartera 
of an hour. Then uncover and bake IS 
minutes longer and send tp table in tho 
same dish. 


How to Make Skeleton Leaves. 


Skeleton leaves may be made by steep- 


ing leaves in rainwater in an open ves- 
sel esposed to the air aad snn. Water 
must occasionally be added to compen- 
sate loss by evaporation. The leaves 
will putrefy, and their membranes will 
begin to open; then lay them on a clean 
white plate filled with fresh water, and 
with gentle touches take off tho external 
membranes, separating them cautiously 
near the middle rib. This process re- 
quires a great deal of patience, as ample 
time must be given for the vegetable 
tissne to decay and separate. The fol- 
lowing is a quicker way: A tablespoon- 
fnl of chloride of lime in a liqnid state, 
mixed with a quart of pure water. 
Leaves of plants to be soaked in the 
mixture for about four hours, then taken 
out and well washed in a basin filled 
with fresh water, after which left to 
dry with free exposure to light and air. 


How the CnJnese Reckon by the Aid of 


tile Fingers. 
i 


The Chinese method of reckoning on 


the fingers is both staple and ingen- 
ious. As each finger has three joints, the 
numbers from one to nine may ca indi- 
cated by touching these in succession, 
np one side, down the middle, and up 
tho other aide with tho tlrnmb nail. By 
adding n sign for the naughts and reck- 
oning units on the little finger, tens on 
the fourth, and so on, any number of five 
figures may be indicated, and it would 
be easy to modify and extend the sys- 
tem for higher numbers. 


How to Haunder Silk ami Ls.cc. 


To launder silk handkerchiefs drop 


a little ammonia in water, rub carefully, 
rinse, and having placed a cloth on tho 
table pin the handkerchief to it, stretch- 
ing tightly until: every wrinkle is gone. 
When dry, remove the pins, take one 
corner of the kerchief in one hand and 
dra^ar it briskly through the other. This 
removes the glazed appearance, and year 
handkerchief is like new. No ironing is 
necessary. 


Lace curtains are best done in the 


same way, except a little starch may be 
added to the rinse water unless the cnr- 
tains ara very fine. Spread a sheet—fcwo 
if necessary—on the floor, and having 
measured the windows and allowed i'or 
draping, if it is wished, stretch care- 
fully and pin to the sheet and carpet. 
Two curtains may be handled ac once 
as well as separately, and you are' sure 
then to stretch them the same length.

ment has easily put down tho revolt, it 
lines not take the most hopeful view of 
the situation. This Is duo, to some extent, 
to the excitement of the moment. Presi- 
dent Dole and his cabinet are disposed to 
adopt a most lenlont policy toward those 
captured In arms ;rnd thoso suspected of 
sympathy with thorn. 


But they are urged by those who have 


much at stako here and desire to remain 
to use severe measures in order to prevent 
another revolt. Tho natives have shown 
no fighting qualities. 
Of the 700 mou 


called out by Nowlcln, the military leader 
o( tho revolt, only about 125 responded. 


It novr appears that the ravolb was 


planned by whlto mou—Gulick, Seward 
and Rickard; that the money 1'or puns 
was furnished by whito rnon in San Fran- 
cisco; that the vessel which brought thorn 
was owned by whlbomen; that whito men 
went out in n steamer and landed tho 
guns, and that two half-whites were tho 
ohiof commanders of tho Insurrection. 


Even the absolute abdication of tho ei- 


queen docs not settle matters. The na- 
tives aro thriftless, and iu the present 
commercial depression aro suffering to 
some extonfc, as they havo no earnings 
laid by. They aro told and they believe a 
change of government will bring better 
times. 


The examination of witnesses under 


martial law discloses tho fact that there 
aru many white men who wish a change 
of government, bocnjlso the republic is 
economical. The great majority of whites, 
however, stand 'ay the government -with- 
out reservation. 


Guilt Clearly Established. 


It was not difficult to show knowledge

nnd he knows they are having a fair trial. 
Mr. Willis, the American minister, is also 
disposed to nld tho government.

Amouj? them were thoso of Robert 
Wilcox, W. T. Seward, W. H. Rickard 
and Charles T. Gulick.

Each 
man is 


sentenced to serve 05 years and to pay a 
flno of S10,0$0. 
These four men were 


originally sentenced to death, but the 
verdict of tho court was changed to im- 
prisonment by President 
Dole. 
This 


means that no capibal punishment will bo 
inflicted on tho leaders of the rebellion. 
It appears bhnt the president has been op- 
posed to excukions, and his feelings wero 
EV.-i-cil liv members of tho cabinet. 


Tii-j utiiui-^cnivnces :'.rc: Thomas Walk- 


er, 30 years and a lino of S50UO; Carl 
Widemann, 80 years; William Greig, 20 
years; Louis Marshall, 20 years. The last 
two were fined 810,000 each. James C. 
Lane was given flvo years and a fine of 
£5000; Samuel Nowleln and Henry Bortle- 
man, two of the prominent leaders, have 
been allowed thoir liberty.

JPremler Whltewny J^xplainfl It "From H3a 


O*m Folut of View. 


LONDON, March 4.—Sir William White- 


way complains of the misrepresentations 
In regard to Newfoundland's "finances 
made in the English press. Ho declares 
that tho decline in the revenues in Jan- 
uary and l^ebruiiry woro attributable to 
causes other than the financial crisis, such 
as reduced purchasing power, owiug to the 
limitation of the markets for exports. 


This, ho says, would have been materi- 


ally averted had the Imperial government 
ratified 
the 
Bond-Blaine 
convention, 


wliich ho considered it was morally bounc1 
to do, since It had authorized furthernego 
tiations. The absence of the United States 
markets for Newfoundland's exports and 
the complications arising from the im- 
perial recognition of the French ftsherj 
claims contributed largely to tho" crisis. 


"Tho spirit of tho Newfoundland peo- 


ple is apparently little understood," says 
the premier. "I believe they would starvo 
rather than surrender their independ- 
ence." 


After referring to tho fact that the gov- 


ernment has not responded to Newfound- 
land's request that it gifirautco the inter- 
est on its debt in order to tido the colony 
over Its difficulties, Sir William concludes 
by stating that it" the colonists must still 
trust to Uioir inherent pluck and tho re- 
sources ol the country, tlioy must only 
passively submit, although they may more 
bitterly feel, their heartless treatment by 
the imperial government. 


The Cuban Insurrection. 


MADBID, March 4.—It Is possible that 


Marshal Martinez do Campos will shortly 
•succeed General Oalloja as governor gen- 
eral of Cuba. Following the precedent es- 
tablished in organizing the expedition to 
Mclilla, tho council of ministers have de- 
cided to ask tho cortes for an unlimited 
credit to bo used in suppressing the revolt 
in Cuba. The Cuban treasury will be 
called upon to reimburse the government. 


Missionaries Are Safe. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 4.—Tho out- 


come of the demand bhab tho porte protecb 
the American missionaries in Armenia 
is tlmt orders to this effect have been sent 
to tlio Turkish authorities in Armenia. 
The frreaber number of tho Armenians, 
who were arrested on various charges, 
have been liberated, nothing having been 
proved against them. 


War Threatened. 


CAPE TOWN, March 4.—Tho Wasez are 


ftctivaly preparing to resist the occupation 
of thc-lr country, Swazeland, by the Boers 
under the treaty recently concluded by 
the Transvaal and Groat Britain. 
The 


king will summon his best regiments to 
the capital to resist the Boers. The wliito 
residents of the country aro nervous at the 
prospects of wnr. 


Further Japanese Tictorles. 


HIP.OSHIMA, March 4.—The Japanese- 


have completed the occupation of 
the 


whole district of Sai-Yen-Tai as far as 
Ta-Fu-Kon. The Chinese :retroated slowly 
north after one encounter, in which the 
Japanese lost 93 killed or wounded and 
the Chinese 45 killed. A Chinese attack 
on the Japanese lines at Hai-Cheng was 
easily repulsed. 


Arranging; Peace Preliminaries. 


SHANGHAI, March 4.—It is proposed that 


Li Hung Chang and Prince Kung, the 
Chineso peace envoys, be mot by the 
Japanese representatives at Shimonoseki.

Confirming Stories .of the 


Armenian Massacre. 


THE HORRORS OF PRISON 


DRSCRIBKD. 


Over 
11,000 
Persons

LONDOX, March 4.—Tho correspondent 


who was sent to Armenia with Instruc- 
tions to thoroughly investigate Btorica 
told cf Turkish atrocities in that country, 
undGi date of Tiflis, Jan, 25, forwards the- 
following interview .with the 1'r.ther o£ all 
the Armenians, Mgu. Khrlmlron: 


Mgp. Khrimiran's home is ab Etzch- 


mindzin, Russia, within a short distance 
of the Turkish Erontier. But ho is for the 
present at Tiflis. In an ^).tcr house, tho 
correspondent mob a monk in a black 
habic, and ab tho furthur end of tho room 
was u man, dressed entireTv in red, hold- 
ing a long mar,e. 


Tho sanguinary appearance o£ this man 


contrasted strangely with the peace and 
quiet of tho house. Sometimes four of 
these red garmented men are in attend- 
ance. 
Mgr. Khrimlrau talked fluently 


and eloquontly of the wrongs of his people. 
Among other things he said: 


"The massacre in the mountains was 


the result of. n long period of Turkish mis- 
government. In the Armenian provinces 
of Turkey a policy oE cruelty and oppres- 
sion has continued for a long tlmo. 
Twenty or SO years ago tho Armenians did 
not understand the cnuso of all tho calurn- 
itios which befell thoin. They thought 
fhelr troubles -were sent by hBavon as 
punishment for their sins. Such is always 
the belief of the peopla deprived uf educa- 
tion and tho printing press. 
BUD, later, 


when the people began to think and to 
understand the wicked acts of tlielr op- 
pressors, thero caino a change, and they 
saw clearly the real cause of their troubles. 


"The Armenians suffered from tho nils- 


governmont of the Turks much more than 
the Bulgarians, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood of tho western European powers, 
whereaa the Armenians -weri3 at such a 
remote distance from tho civilized world 
that their cries could not be heard. 


Pleaded For Armenians la Vain. 


"At tha closa of tho Kusso-Turklsk war 


the Armenians, encouraged by the im- 
proved condition of Bulgaria, demanded 
the samo guarantees which were given to 
that country. In the meantime the Euro- 
pean powers woro compelled to sign tJio 
Berlin treaty. At this period I way sent 
with anocher delegate to western Europe 
to plead the cause of tho Armenians, but 
my mission did not produce satisfactory 
results. 


"I presented to tho Berlin congress a 


memoir, giving details of the Turkish 
atrocities In Turkish Armenia. With .ref- 
erence to the Armenian question the Ber- 
lin congress adopted what is known ag 
tho Slst article of the Berlin treaty, and, 
although the treaty was signed, ib had no 
influence In lessoning tho persecution of 
the Armenians. Our hopes were iu vain. 
The cruelty of Turkish misgovernmenfc 
did. not cease. It merely took a new form. 


"But, keeping In view that thero was a 


treaty, the Turks sought for some legal 
means of justifying their atrocities. What 
happened? The taxes became heavier and 
all kinds of dutios became greater, und 
the Kurds received full permission to 
plunder Armenian peasants. 


"Here lies tho cause. 
Why should, a 


people who have not only a sufficient 
quantity of land, even too much, and of a 
very fertile and well irrigated land, leave 
their nabivo soil and emigrate to other 
countries? Nearly 80,000 Armenians seek, 
work In Constantinople in order that; chey 
may ha able to pay the tales .which the 
Turkish government Impose upon them. 
In the whole Turkish umpire, including 
Asia, there are about 3,000,000 Armenians," 


Regarding the Sassoun massacre, the 


priest said that what he knew of the 
affair was gathered from eye-witnesses 
and newspaper reports. His story was 
substantially as previously reported in 
thoso dispatches. Continuing, he said: 


"Many Armenians arc confined in pris- 


ons for 'political matters.' Tlio number 
of the prisoners musb be more than 2000. 
All, or nearly all, are iniiocout. The state 
of tho Turkish prisons is simply dreadful. 
For instance, the chief monk of a monas- 
tery was fastened to n wall with nails 
driven through his huuds, and wag deliv- 
ered from that awful position only on ad- 
mitting bhab ho had acted wrongfully, al- 
though ho was really innocent. 


Prisoners Urutally Treated. 


"On tho hands and feat of several prison- 


ers were fastened iron chains and heu.vy 
shackles of -wood, whilo on their heads 
nvere placed instruments resembling cop- 
per pots, which were heated to a high, 
temperature. 


"ill tho Sassoun district there were 


about 114 villages and hainlebs. I bellevo 
that the Kurdish and Turkish troops have 
burned or destroyed 31 villages, and I esti- 
inute that the number of men, women 
nnd children killed iu the Sassuun district 
amounts to 11,000. 


"Theso villages are Shenyk, with 1000 


lnlio.bi,tatits; Semal, with 1400 inhabi- 
tants;'Clelcangan, with2400 inhabitants." 


With reference to the Turkish commis- 


sion of inquiry. Mgr. Khrimlran said: 
"The chief interest at present centers in 
the Turkish commission of Inquiry, bub I 
look for no results from the investiga- 
tion.:l 


The correspondent also Interviewed sev- 


eral Armenian ToEugees at Tifiis. The 
stories they told of tho massacre corre- 
sponded in every respect with what had 
been published In local Armenian papers, 
Said one of tha refugees, who acted an 
spokesman: 


"To defend oureolves we were- united aa 


one family. 
WB held our ground ns long 


as we could, bub -we had only 300 old- 
fashioned guns.
